Ohio Nuclear 
.Research Unit 
In Operation 


COLUMBUS R — The nation’s 
first privately owned nuclear re­ 
search center is in business. Bat- 
telle Memorial Institute here has 
put its $750,000 “pool ’ type reac­ 
tor into operation. 
The million watt nuclear reactor 
gets its name from the 
pool of 
purified water into which the core 
(of fuel elements and boron con­ 
trol rods are placed, 22 feet be­ 
low the surface. The water cools 
the core and provides a shield to 
protect technologists from radia­ 
tion. 
It ut the largest ‘ pool’* type re 
actor in service. Designed by Ba­ 
te ll physicists and financed with 
Baddie funds, it is housed in a 
three-story building on a 400-acre 
site about 15 miles from here. The 
location is a mile 
northeast 
of 
West Jefferson in Madison County.. 
The reactor uses solid uranium 
235 for fuel. It will be shut down 
only one day a week, operating 24 
hours each of the other six days. 
“This 
multi-unit 
nuclear 
re­ 
search center is a new concept 
in industrial research,” said Dr.

talk to people who haven't been 
introduced-—say the 
butcher, the 
baker, and so on”

DEAR V. S r I think most world­ 
ly wise parents would advise an 
unmarried 
girl, 
living 
in 
t h e 
strange forest of a great eit\, to 
be courteous and businesslike—but 
^ n o t “friendly" in 
the 
talkative, 
“ gregarious, hobnobbing 
sense—in 
dealing with tradesmen. 
It is rather to be expected that 
the butcher, the baker, the grocer, 
the tailor, etc. (unless very dour 
men), would instinctively offer a 
conversational 
pleasantry, 
while 
transacting sales with 
a 
pretty 
young girl. And their m anner and 
mood probably would be subtly dif­ 
ferent, more tinged with flirtatious 
- spark, than if they were trading 
§ with a grand dame, say, past mid­ 
dle age and homely. 
And to the extent that the pret­ 
ty young girl lets down the bars 
to easy banter, by giving tolerant 
or chatty replies, with an innocent 
air of trying to please—to that ex­ 
tent will she forfeit the average 
tradesm an's 
innermost 
r e s o r t, 
probably. Because 
unconsciously, 
he is prepared to respect most that 
female (and to regard her as a 
W “ lady ') who behaves with most 
reserve, in dealing with men out­ 
side her private life. 


A tougher type of pretty girl, the 
cynical disillusioned veteran of a 
daily struggle to overcome a leg­ 
acy of hardships, might routinely 
indulge a wise-cracking exchange i 
with tradesmen in passing, without 
losing respect in their eyes. While 
ironically appraising the talkative 
innocent (your kind) as 
a 
lamb 
amongst wolves, the venders would 
tend to feel, with basic approval, 
that the tougher girl is nobody's 
fool: that she Is able to cope with 
a cruel world, and won t have the 
wool pulled over his eyes. 
In a gullible way, you’ve prob­ 
ably been feeding your vanity on 
the 
attentions 
tradesmen 
have 
paid you—in terms of conversation- 
a preference. And your gratified 
behavior in this particular has hurt 
George’s self love and caused him 
to drop you resentfully. He felt, I 
suppose, that 
your 
all-inclusive 
cordiality rather diminished your 
value as a man s sweetheart, and 
put him on a par with just any­ 
body. 
To sum up. the proper attitude 
for a single girl to take, on shop­ 
ping rounds, is a blend of civility 
and reticence. Say good morning 
or good afternoon to the trades­ 
man, then state your purpose, and 
if he chats of the weather or the 
ball game while preparing the or­ 
der. you should listen nicely, of 
course. But the less said the bet­ 
ter, by way of reply.

Catholics greeted him. 
The cardinal, 
Roman 
Catholic 
primate of Poland, walked out on 
the balcony above the main en­ 
trance to his palace and called for 
a mature aproach 
to 
Poland’s 
problems. He 
asked 
that 
there 
should he no demonstrations and 
no disorders. 
A government communique said 
the 55-year-old church leader had 
returned to Warsaw and resumed 
his church functions. 
The cardinal had been confined 
to a country monastery in Septem­ 
ber 1953 after a vigorous campaign 
against 
Communist 
infringement 
on religious freedom. 
There was no immediate 
com 
ment from the Vatican on the Po­ 
lish announcement. After Cardinal 
Wyszynski’s arrest, 
the 
Vatican 
has said no government could re­ 
lieve a cardinal of his duties. 
The freeing of Cardinal Wyszyn­ 


ski is certain 
to arouse 
fervent 
enthusiasm from a wide section 
of the Polish population, about 90 
per cent of which is Roman Cath­ 
olic.

move by Wladyslaw Gomulka. the 
anti-Stalinist restored

Day-Off Job 
First, don’t try to put up storm 
windows when you come home 
from the office or factory at 
night.

Also, you’ll probably approach 
the task with a much better m en­ 
tal attitude. Doing a Job grudg­ 
ingly is a good way of asking tor

Calm D ay 
Be sure to choose a calm day 
Remember, you’ll be climbing a 
ladder lugging a pretty good-sized 
window. A stiff wind might blow 
you and th at ready-made glass 
right off the ladder and into a 
hospital. 
Have Helper 
It’s always best, of course, to 
have someone help you. That way 


It’s not so tiring to either of you 
and'lt’s a lot safer. 
If you have to replace a pan* 
of glass in one of the windows, be 
sure to carry It correctly. 
Grip the glass with one hand 
on the upper edge, the other on 
the bottom edge. Palms of your 
hands should be outward so if 
the glass accidentally breaks, the 
p ieces w ill fa ll o u tsid e yo u r 
hands. 
Carry At Side 
And carry the pane to your 
side, not directly In front of you. 
Carrying a ladder also requires 
some common sense precautions.
